PLATFORM OF THE REPUBLICANS. 


The Same Old Chestnut Warmed Over— 
Protection, the Battle Flags, and 
Other Matters Embraced,

Touxvo, O., July 28.—The republican state 
convention was called to order at 10 o'clock by 
Temporary Chairman Ryan. The committee 
on credentials and rules reported and reports 
adopted. Ex-Governor Charles Foster, chair- 
man of committee on resolutions, read the 


platform, which was as follows: 

“The republican party in convention assembled, 
@ilbmits to the people of Obio the follow ing declara- 
ration of its principles: 

1. We are in favor ofa protective tariff to secure 
to American citizens the privilege of supplying 
every article which can be produced as well in the 
United States as in other countries, and sufficiently 
t supply American wants. Sucha tariff makes a 
demand fr, and gives employment tothe labor of 
American citigens, and thereby aids in. securing 
just compensation for labor, We denounce the 

Yhio democratic platform of tariff for revenue only, 
and which demands an indiscriminate reduction in 
all duties on imported articles, the effect of which 
would be to encourage importation, thus giving 
American patronage to foreign producers and for- 
eign labor, rather than to our own. 

2 While we adhere to the public policy under 
which our country has received from Europe great 
bedies of honest, jndustrious citizens who have ad- 
ded to the wealth, progress and power of our coun- 
try, and while we welcome to our shores the well- 
disposed and industrious emigrant who contributes 
by his enercy and intelligence to the cause of free 
government, we view with alarm unrestricted emi- 
gration from foreign lands as dangerous to the 
peace and good order of the country, and the integ- 
rity and charac - aghe hi g agpe ace We urge con- 


ome to pass such lawsand establish such regula- 
ons as shall protect us trom the inroad of the an- 


tive, insane, dependent paupers, vicious and crim- 
inal classes, contract labor in every form, under 
@ny name or guise, and all others who seek our 
shores, not to become part of our civilization and 
citizenship, who acknowledge no allegiance of our 
Jaws, no sympathy with our aims and institutions, 
but who come among us to make war upon s¢ lety- 
to diminish the dignity and rewards of the Ameri- 
¢an workingmen, and degrade our labor to their 
level. Avainstall these our gates should be closed. 
But while favoring every honorable and practica- 
ble measure to protect American labor ayainst the 
evil efiects of foreign immigration and competition, 
we recognize also the dangers which menace it at 
bome, and condemn as hostile to its cause, as sub- 
versive of its dignity and power, the bold and per- 
Sistent usurpation in many of the states of its polit- 
ical rights and privileges. The condition 
of men who labor in the north 
cannot be maintained or improved 
so long as men who labor in the south are wrong- 
fully deprive! of the rights and powers of American 
citizenship. Their labor meets in close and imme- 
diate competition, and neither can be degraded 
without striking at the prosperity and independence 
of the other. Recognizing these plain truths, we 
demand a free ballot and a fair count in all seciions 
of our couutry. We demand, and will ever demand 
it, as the entire source of justice to the real pro- 
cers of prosperity and wealth, and the sole se- 
curity of the republic and its free institutions, 
3. We deprecate national strife and divisiors We 
yaced war, with its hates and revenges, be- 
ius. But the settlements of war must stand 
yvocable, respected, honored and obseryed in 
‘ry part of the republic. More we have never 
manded; less we will not have. Congress should 
xercise its constitutional authority and take the

Iftoo much revenue be 
collected to meet these and other public needs, we 
demand that the first step in reduction thereof shall 
be the abolition of the internal tax upon American 
grown tobacco. 

6. Publie lands of the United States should be sa- 
crediy held for the use and Lbeuetit of actual settlers 
alone and laws preventing ownership of these lands 
by corporations and non-residents should be rigidly 
enforced. 

7. While we condemn the false pretense of Presi- 
deut Cleveland’s administration of the civil service 
law, we advocate the maintainance and proper en- 
forcement of said law and demand sich additional 
lezislation as will remove appointments from parti- 
Suii Inuuence. 

&. The republican yarty has ever been a friend 
ol Oppressed ationalit cs, and we extend our 
hearty sympathy to Messrs. Gladstone, Parnell and’ 
ir associates in their ecflorts to secure bome rule 
Ireland. 

Ve condemn the action of Mr. Cleveland in

broke out again, and a call from the delegation 
for three cheers, were given for Sherman be-

A motion was made to adopt the whole plat- 
form by acclamation. It was done wnani- 
mously. Tremendous cheering followed and 
loud calls were made for Sherman, Mr. Sher- 
man did not appear, and the report of the 
committee on pena organization was 
read and adopted. 

Hon. John Sherman was made permanent 
chairman. A committee of three was ap- 
pointed to conduct him to the chair. 

_ The convention was in good humor, being 
jubilant over the extiincton of opposition to the 
indorsement resolution and cheered Senator 
Sherman to the echo, as he took the platform. 

Senator Sherman addressed the convention 
as follows: 

Mr. Chairman, Gentlemen of the Convention and 
Ladies and Gentlemen: I thank you with all my 
heart forthe high compliment of presiding over 
this distinguished assemblage. I think the republi- 
cans of Ohio, in this respect, bave been partial to 
me, and I am called on this occasion to preside be- 
cause 1 attended the first republican convention of 
Ohio, where the republican party was born, and I 
have watched and wondered and followed its splen- 
did history and its magnificent progress from that 
day tothis. And now, fellow citizens, I congratu- 
late you upon the fact that the great body of your 
work has already been done by the people of Ohio, 
all you haveto dois to record and announce the 
results of their decisions. In every county, town- 
ship, section and district, the voice comes to us, 
from the unanimous mouths of the republicans of 
Ohio, for the renomination of Governor Joseph B. 
Foraker. [Applause.] 

No man was ever presented as a candidate with 
& more hearty, generous and frank indorsement 
than he, and he deserves it, because he has fairly 
earned this nomination at your hands. He has been 
patriotic, able, brave and diligent. He has been 
watchful of the interests of the people of Ohio in all 
the important duties entrusted to that office. In all 
social duties which belong to the governor of Ohio, 
he has been most courteous and kind. -More than 
that, he has prevented the democratic president 
of the United States from surrendering to confeder- 
ates the flags and banners which they lost in the 
rebellion.

1 believe, on the whole, that it was the ablest 
and most patriotic and useful body that has 
made laws for the people of Ohio since the 
state was born. [C mene Called to other 
duties, &* have recently examined the 
proccecings of the last legislature, and I have been 
amazed at the amount, volume and value of work 
that they did. 

Ti e union soldier is on almost every page of that 
volume, arecord of that faithfulness due to him, 
and of the gratitudeand obligations of a patriotic 
people for his sacritices and his service. 

They were watchful of the rights of labor and of 
the laboring man, who, after all, isthe foundation 
of our structure, and whose reasonable demands 
ovght aiways to be heard and always to be heeded. 
[Applause.| It did its duty andIam glad to pay 
my compliments tothis legislature now about to 
pass out of power, and to appeal to you as republi- 
cans how important it is that the next legislature 
should be equal to the last, and I trust that you will 
remember that that election is of even more im- 
portance than the election of the state ticket. You 
tried a democratic legislature only a little while azo 
and I hope God will keep you from ever trying it 
again. [Cheers.] It wasa leBisiature tainted with 
frand; it was blackened by election crimes. They 
left the state with its ordinary expenses unprovided 
for. And now, when the people of Ohio are about 
to choose between a democratic and,republican leg- 
islature, all I ask is that you go back and investigate 
and examine specimens which have been offered In 
the last four years by the democrats of Ohio, then 
mate the contrast for yourselves. It ought to be 
exercised to promote harmony and good will and 
friendship among the republicans. 

Now, my countrymen, again thanking you for 
this expression, I tell-you with all frankness that, 
I think more of your unanimous praise, this day ut- 
tered, than I do of the office of president of the 
United (Prolonged cheering. ] I would 
rather feel, my countrymen, that I stand before you 
now, at this period of my life,—man and boy, 
living always in Ohio, that now, at this late period 
of it, the republicans of Onio, for whose welfare I 
have devoted so mucn of life, are willing to say this 
much forme. [Tremendous applause. } 

The speech was listened to with the closest at- 
tention, and was received with every demon- 
stration of applause, especially his disclaimer 
that the indorsement resolution had any bind- 
ing effect upon district conventions next year. 
He received a tremendous round of cheers at 
the close. 

Dr. Graydom, of Cincinnats, then took the 
platform and nominated Governor Foraker for 
his second termin a ten minute speech. There 
was much cheering and the motion was car- 
ried by acclamation, amid a whirlwind of 
cheeys. 

A committee was appointed to escort Gov- 
ernor Foraker to the hall,and the nomination 
for lieutenant-governor proceeded with. Hon. 
Asa Bushnell, ‘of Springfield, was nam- 
ed. but declined, because of important business 
interests which would suffer. Senator Thomas 
J. Pringle, of Springfield, was then named as 
a candidate for the place. 

Capt. C. W. Lyons wasalso placed in nom- 
ination for lieutenant-governor. 

At this moment Governor Foraker was es- 
corted to the platform amid cheers. He accept- 
ed the nomination for governor and made a 
brief speech in which he made answer to some 
charges against him made by the democratic 
platform recently adopted. He reviewed the 
financial record of the last democratic adminis- 
tration and compared it with the republican 
management to refute the charge that his ad- 
ministration was unbusiness-like. He went 
over a numberof similar topics in Ohio politics, 
receiving close attention. 

While he was speaking, a salute of one 
hundred guns was fired outside in honor of 
his renomination. 

Captain Lyons was chosen for lieutenant 
governor on the second ballot, 

Judge William Spear, of Trumbull, was 
nominated for supreme judge, long term, b 
acclamation. For the short term, Judge T. 
B. Dickman, the present incumbent, was 
nominated on the first ballot. 

The ticket was completed as follows: State 
auditor, E. W,. Poe; state treasurer J. C. 
Brown; attorney general, D. K. Watson; 
member of the board of public works, C. A. 
Flickinger. The convention adjourned at 3.30 
p- In.

THE REIGN OF TERROR. 


Morehead, Kentucky, Suspends 
Business 


AND CITIZENS PATROL THE STREETS. 


A Call on the Governer'for Troops—Craig 
Tolliver’s Widow Running a Saloon 
The Tolliverites Advancing. ; 


Lexrnaton, Ky., July 28.—Colonel John B, 
Castleman and Adjutant Roger Williams t®- 
turned from Morehead today, where they had 
been sent by Governor Knott to inquire inte 
the propriety of sending troops there to attend 
on the sessions of the circuit court, which is 
set to convene there next Monday. Troops 
have been asked for by Judge Cole and Sheriff 
Hogg, and others. The sheriff is in Mount 
Sterling, and declares that he will not go © 
Morehead to attend court unless troops are 
sent to maintain the peace. | 

The governor’s commissioners, after exam- 
ining the situation carefully, decided to report 
adversely to sending troops to Morehead The 
town is @ead. Every business house 
is closed and the doors nailed 
up, with the exception of one small 
grocery store and saloon, the latter being car 
ried on by the widow of Craig Tolliver. The 
Railey hotel is also open. With these excep- 
tions, no business whatever is carried on at 
Morehead. This town is patroled day and 
night by forty members of the Law and Order 
society, and tle men are armed with Win- 
chester rifles and are the only persons to be 
seen moving around. . They are constantly on 
the alert for an attack from the Tolliver gang, 
and rumors of close proximity of the gang to 
town are heard every @ay and all members of 
the Law and Order society object to the pres- 
ence of troops, and people who are 
known to have been on the other side are 
vehement in their request for milltary aid. The 
former express their ability to protect the 
citziens and aid the court in the full execution 
of the law. Itis the general feeling that as 
soon as the patrol is removed, orif it should 
become careless, so as to afford an opportunity, 
the Tolliverites will sweep down on the town 
and avenge the death of their chief and his 
kinsmen. Itiis known that an organization 
for that purpose is in easy reach of Morehead, 
and the chances are that more bloodshed ‘will 
follow the slightest opportunity for an attack. 
The presence of troops might temporarily 
avert this, but tlre only true solution of the 
bloody feud is to let the citizens of Rowan 
county settle it among themselves.

STILL MORE INVITATIONS. 


The President Thinks it Useless Expense to 
Send Large Committees to Washington. | 
WASHINGTON, July 28.—The president to- 

day received a telegram from Senator Harris 
saying that a committee of 100 citizens of 
Memphis was coming to Washington to invite 
the president to visit that city during his west- 
ern trip. The president telegraphed to Sena- 
tor Harris, in reply, to use his influence to pre- 
vent any movement of the sort. He said that 
while he always will be pleased to see the peo- 
ple of Tennessee at the capital, he thinks they 
ought to be spared the long journey to“Wnash- 
ington during the heated term on a mission of 
this sort, when a written invitation sent by 
mail would be as effective arid as much appre- 
ciated. 

Similar answers will be sent to other western 
cities where arrangements are being made to 
send invitation bearing committees to Wash- 
ington. It is stated at the white house that 
the president will give the same consideration 
to invitations received by mail as to those 
borne by committees, no matter how large and 
impressive the latter may be. 

A committee from Philadelphia, represent- 
ing the constitutional centennial commission, 
and consisting of Hon. John A. Kasson, presi- 
dent of commissions; Amos R. Little, chair- 
man of the executive committee, and Hampton 
L. Carson, secretary of the commission, had a 
conference with the president at the white 
house today, and agreed upon a programme for 
the celebration. The president informed the 
committee today that he was in entire sympa- 
thy with the commission, and would do what 
he could to make the celebration a@ success. 
The president had previously accepted the in- 
vitation to attend the celebration and it was 
arranged today that he will be the guest of the 
commission on the 15th, 16th and 17th of Sep- 
tember. He will be accompanied to Philadel- 
phia by Mrs. Cleveland and several members 
of the cabinet. 

LovuIsvILLE, Ky., July 28.—A great mass 
meeting of citizens has been called to be held 
at Central park, in the centre of the city on 
Saturday, August 6th, for the purpose of for- 
mally inviting President Cleveland to visit the 
city in October. An immense photograph 
will be made of the audience and the picture 
symbolically framed, will be conveyed to the 
president as a souvenirand to let him see the 
great assemblage represented by the formal 
invitation. pe 

SENATOR ALLISON’S VIEWS 


On the Hopes of the Republican Party for 
Next Year. 

New York, July 28.—[Special.]—Senator 
Allison, of lowa, was at the Brevoort house to- 
day, and declared his intention to depart for 
his home this evening. For several days he 
has been sojourning in the Catskills and at 
Yonkers. In regard to the political situation, 
he said there was nothing specially new to dis- 
cuss. The republican party was, if anything, 
in a much better condition, he thought, than 
when the democrats went into power, and at 
this time and distance from the national elec- 
tion he could presage nothing but victory. The 
views he expressed some months ago in re- 
gard to the outlook, he said, held good 
now, and he saw no reason to change them. 
About the presidential candidates he was reti- 
cent, but felt confident the republicans would 
select an available candidate, fully equipped 
in every way toinspire confidence and carry 
the full vote of the party. The senator Ccon- 
cluded by saying emphatically that from the 
present outlook the republicans need not des- 
air, but stand together, work, go in and win.

He states that the act of congress, approved 

March 3, 1887, appropriating $500,000, and giv- 
ing authority to compensate for diseased and 
exposed animals; and also to quarantine 
and disinfect premises, has enabled 
the bureau to accomplish very 
much more than had _ been possible 
previous to that time. The new rules and 
regulations made to conform with this act, is- 
sued April 15th, for co-operation with various 
states, though assuming much more authority 
than the old ones, have been very favorably 
received and accepted by the authorities of the 
followin States and territories: Alaska, Ari- 
zona, California, Dakota, district of Columbia, 
Idaho, Iowa, Kansas Kentucky, Louisiana, 
Maryland, Maine, Minnesota, Mississippi 
Montana, New Jersey, New Mexico, 
York, Nebraska, Nevada, North Carolina, 
Ohio, Rhode Island, South Carolina, Tennes- 
Ree, Texas, Vermont, Virginia, Washington, 
West Virginia and Wyoming.. 

Pennsylvania is the only state believed to be 
infected with pleuro-pneumonia, the authori- 
ties of which have declined both to accept the 
new rules and regulations, and to give the 
national inspectors any recognition in this 
work. The total number of herds inspected 
during the six months is 5,351, containing 49,- 
094 animals; 98 herds and 11,628 animals have 
been placed in quarantine, among which were 
found 904 diseased animals. Post mortem ex- 
aminations were made on the carcasses of 
4,081 animals, and showed that 1,104 of these 
had been affected with pleuro-pneumonia. 


SUGAR AND MOLASSES. 


Statistics Showing the Imports and Exports 
of Merchandise. 

WASHINGTON, July 28.—Chief of the bureau 
of statistics, Colonel Switzler, has issued a 
quarterly report which contains, among other 
interesting matter, tables in regard to sugar 
and molasses, showing imports and exports of 
these articles since 1789; their production: in 
the United States and foreign countries for a 
series of years; present tariff rates on sugar 
and molasses in the leading commercial coun- 
trices, and export duties imposed by various 
countries on sugar. Tables are presented 
showing what per cent and the value of our 
imports of sugar has been; of the total] value of 
all imported dutiable merchandise at various 
periods since 1821; also what per cent of our 
customs revenue collected on all merchandise 
has been derived from duties on sugar. While 
in 1886 27 per cent of all customs duties cob 
lected on merchandise was derived from sugar 
and molasses, the value of these articles com- 
prised only 13 per cent of the value of imports 
of all merchandise, and 20 per cent of the 
value of dutiable imported merchandise. A 
table is given showing the leading sources of 
our customs revenue in the order of magni- 
tude for aseries of years, sugar and mo- 
lasses comprise our leading source of revenue. 
Of duties collected on merchandise in 1886 
amounting to about $189,000,000, 27 percent 
thereof was collected on sugar and molasses. 
Manufacturers of woolfstand next in order asa 
source of revenue, the duty collected thereon 
amounting, during the same year, tol4 per 
cent of all duties collected on merchandise. 
Tables are given from which it appears that 
the leading commercial nations, with the ex- 
ception of Great Britain, which is free trade, 
impose higher rates of duty upon sugar than 
the United States. 


TOBACCO ADVANCING IN PRICE, 


A Short Crop Causes the Weed to Command 
Higher Rates. - 

New York, July 28.—The Evening Post 
says: 

There is such exciternent among tobacco dealers 
and manufacturers at the present time as has not 
been known for years, and prices for leaf tobacco 
have increased from fifty to a hundred per cent 
during July, and the endis not yet.  Manufactur- 
ers have been sending up their prices in response to 
demands made upon them by controllers of the leaf 
supply. On plug tobaceo alone the Lorillards haye 
advanced their wholesale price 9 cents per pound 
during the past three weeks, Other manufgcturers 
have kept pace with them, and western mfAnufact- 
urers, who initiated the rivalry of low prices a few 
years back, have not been able to keep out ofthe 
present movement. The causes of the increase are 
complex, but the chief immediate cause is specula- 
tive enterprise. Mr. Lyall, ofthe firm of Buchan- 
nan & Lyall, said this afternoon: 

“Tobacco which sold for nine and ten cents per 
pound three months ago is now worth fiom twenty 
to twenty-five cents per pound. The rise is due to 
the increased demand, and this is traceable to the 
fact that the crop —_— this year is not more than 
50 to 60 per cent of last year. Then the drouth we 
have had will reduce the yield to a much lower 

int than the diminished tillage would represent. 
‘he crop this year will onneey be smill, but what 
its amount wlll be will not be known with certain- 
ty until some three weeks hence.”’ 


CONVINCING TESTIMONY. 


Merchants Give in Evidence in the Chicago 
Boodle Trials. 

CuicaGco, July 28.—Robert Hill, of the 
wholesale dry goods house of Storm & Hill, 
testified today in the “‘boodle” trial that in 
order to obtain trade from the county he had 
to present Wardens Varnell, McGarigle and 
Frey with about $1,800 worth of merchandise 
yearly for their personal use. A. H. Gray de- 
tailed the manner in which he turned over,say 
$3,000, to the representatives of the 
gang for .giving him an _— artesian 
well contract. Abbott, a coal merchant, and 
Nic Schneider, the boiler maker, repeated the 
evidence which on the trial of McDonald and 
McGarigle resulted in conviction. Three of 
the defendants’ lawyers—Mills, Ingham and 
and Forrest--today withdrew from the case 
absolutely, 


MINES SUBMERGED. 


Result of the Heavy Rains in Pennsylvania— 
Fatal Accident. 

READING, Pa., July 28.—Owing to the re 
cent storm swelling small streams, the Little 
Lehigh river this morning overflowed its banks 
and water dashed into a large number of iron 
ore minesin Long Swamp township, in this 
county. Some of the shafts dre one hundred 
and fifty feet deep. They are all filled up and 
fifteen acres of ground, covered. with mines, is 
under water, presentiug the appearance of a 
good sized lake. All the machinery and build- 
ings are submerged and two hundred men are 
out of employment in consequence. They 
cannot resume work for months. Many of 
them made narrow escapes as the water rushed 
into the mines very rapidly. The loss to the 
owners is heavy. 

PITTSBURG, Pa, July 28.—Early this inorn- 
ing, while a mixed freight train was passing 
over Mount Savage, a bridge a few miles west 
of Cumberland, Md., on the Pittsburg division 
of the Ba)timore and Ohio railroad, the struc- 
ture gave way, and the engine and several cars 
fellinto the stream, which had been swollen 
by a waterspout. Engineer Driscoll and Fire- 
man Payne were instantly killed. Their 
bodies are still under the wreck. A brakeman, 
whose name has not been learned, was severely 
injured. Passenger trains were all delayed by 
the accident.

AN EXCITING SCENE. 


The House of Commons In Con- 
fusion. 


MR. HEALY NAMED, LEAVES THE HOUSE 


Sir Vernon Harcourt Uses an Expression 
at Which Offense is Taken—Other 
Interesting Foreign News. 


Lonpon, July 28.—Lord Salisbury, speaking 
at Norwick today, warned the conservative 
party to prepare for a possible dissolution of 
parliament. He said that parliament had of- 
ten met withan early termination when its 
life seemed endangered, and that the conserv- 
ative party must organize to instruct the peo- 
ple against the deception of separatists, who 
were only too numerous. 

On the resumption of the debate on the land 
bill in the house of commons this evening, Mr. 
Smith, the government leader, appealed to 
the house to expedite the passage of the bill, 
which he said would prevent harsh evictions. 
He would not use any threat, but he would re- 
mind the house that unless the bill was 
through the committee stage early next week, 
it would be difficult to pess the measure at all. 

Mr. O’Kelly, nationalist, moved to give a 
tenant six months for redemption after receiv- 
ing written notice of eviction. 

After some discussion Mr. Smith repeated 
his appeal, remarking that such an amend- 
ment if persisted in would endanger the pas- 
sage of the bill. 

Mr. Parnell retorted if there was not time 
for reasonable, discussion of this amendment 
there was no time for the discussion of ar; 
other amendment. | 

The amendment was rejected—164 to 142. 
The announcement of the vote was received 
with loud opposition cheers. 

Mr. Stuart, radical, moved that a year be 
allowed for redemption. 

Mr. Balfour opposed the motion, but said he 
was willing to accept an amendmeént, although 
one month to elapse between the judgment 
decree and the serving of notice. 

Mr. Morley suggested that the government 
go further and allow tenants one month of un- 
disturbed possession between the service of no- 
tice and executiou of the decree. 

Mr. Balfour accepted the amendment, ex- 
pressing the hope that the opposition would 
attempt to press the government no further. 

After further discussion a passage at arms 
occurred between Timothy Healy and the 
chairman, the former complaining of conserva- 
tive interruptions. The incident was ended 
by Mr. Healy apologizing. 

The excitement continuing, the chairman 
reproved Mr. DeLisle, conservative, as disor- 
derly and refusing toallow him to explain, 
suspended the sitting in committee and sum- 
moned the speaker to the chair. The chairman 
then reported that during the last division 
following the Healy incident, Mr. DeLisle 
came to him and remonstrated for not being 
allowed to explain, whereupon Mr. Healy ‘ip- 
proached and said: 

“Come out, DeLisle, if youarea man. If 
you interrupt me again, I will break your 
neck.”’ 

The speaker demanding an explanation, Mr. 
Healy said he felt no regret for the course he 
had taken, and he was willing to abide the 
consequences. 

Then the speaker named Mr. Healy, and 
Mr. Smith moved that he be suspendeck 

Mr. Healy immediately took his hat and, 
standing in the center of the house before re- 
tiring, said: 

“T beg that none of my friends vote against 
that motion.” 

The motion to suspend him was carried 
without division. 

The sitting in committee being resumed, 
Mr. Chance, nationalist, arose to speak. Being 
interrupted he called the attention of thechair- 
men to jeers from the government side [Cries 
of ‘‘DeLisle.’’}. 

Sir Wm. Vernon Harcourt implored the 
chairman to exercise his authority to prevent 
systematic insult and provocation from below 
the gangway opposite. [Cries of ‘‘order.’’] 


The members opposite, he said, might move to’ 


suspend him if they liked. [Opposigion cheers.] 

At this point Mr. Bruce, liberal, arose, but 
the chairman ruled him outsof order. 

Harcourt continuing said Mr. Bruce was one 
of those impagned members who had witnessed 
incidents of systematic insult night after night. 

The chairman, noting that there was no 
question before the house, discussion of the 
amenments was continued. 

Mr. DeLisle again called for an interruption 
of the debate, but it was refused. 

Mr. Chance moved an amendment providing 
that while a tenant is in actual occupation he 
ae, not lose the privilege of voting at elec- 
tion. 

Mr. Smith promised that the government 
would arraange the matter, and the amend- 
ment was withdrawn. 

Mr. Smith called the speaker’s attention to 
the accusation of Harcourt that the oppesition 
had been subjected to studied insults. Such 
language, he said, was absolutely irregular. 

The speaker agreed with Mr. Smith and 
said that he had not noticed that any particular 
section of the house was guilty of the provnca- 
tion. 

. _ Smith then declared thathe was satis- 

ed. 
At this point Harcourt,who in the meantime 
had been absent, returned to the house. He 
invited Mr. Smith to make any charges in his 
presence, but the speaker having repeated his 
remarks and the chairman having confirmed 
them, the incident closed. 

Mr. Chamberlain, in a letter, denies the 
accuracy of Sir George O. Trevelyan’s state- 
ments regarding the round table conference. 
He challenges Trevelyan to prove that the 
unionists obtained any pledge that Mr. Glad- 
stone was prepared to accept any one condition 
laid down as essential by Hartington and 
Chamberlain. The real reason, he says, for 
the failure of the negotiations was 
the fact that after their inception, 
the introduction of the coercion bill filled 
the Gladstonians with the hope that they 
would succeed in breaking up the unionists, 
without yielding anything. After a cessation 
of negotiations, he (Chamberlain) continued 
in active correspondence with Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt, pressing him for a defiuite 
statement of liberal concessions, while the lat- 
ter persistently put him off. Mr. Chamberlain 
says he will publish the correspondence if Sir 
William’ consents. 

Mr. Chambertain charges Trevelyan with 
remaining friendly to the unionists and never 
expressing disapproval of the action of his 
unionist colleagues until a few weeks ago, 
when he made an extraordinary change of 
front. He defies Sir George to prove that he 
has obtained any assurance that Mr. Gladstone 
has altered his intention to create an Irish 
executive or has modified his proposals to sur- 
sender law and orderto the care ofan Irish 
parliament. In going over tothe Gladstonians, 
adds Chamberlain, Sir George unconditionall 
surrenders the main points for which he sacri- 
ficed his position in the cabinet and a seat in 
parliament.

THE BLUE RIDGE ROAD. 


The Railroad Committee Amends Thomas's 
Railroad Charter. 

For some days the house railroad committee 
has had before it the bill chartering the Blue 
Ridge railroad. The road is more commonly 
known as Judge Thomas’s road, and over the 
charter a strong fight has been made, aes 
Thomas, Hon. H. H. Carlton and their friends 
urging the committee to grant the charter 
without imposing any unusual réstrictions up- 
on the same, and several Athens attorneys 
representing minority stockholders of the 
Northeastern railroad opposing the charter on 
the ground that it would circumvent the de- 
cision of the courts in regard to the Northeast- 
ern extension. 

The opposition party,the Athens attorneys, 
in their position before the committee agreed 
to withdraw all opposition if the charter was 
so amended as to require $100,000 of the capi- 
tal stock, or any reasonable sum, to be sub- 
scribed and paid in before any consolidation or 
ylans were entered into, said subscription be- 
ing claimed by them to be a guarantee on the 
part of the projectors of the road that the en- 
terprise was a bona fide one. It was thought 
at one time that a compromise between the 
parties could be effected upon some such basis 
as the above, but notwithstanding the com- 
mittee gaye ample time for any measure of 
the sort to be arranged, the two factions could 
not get together upon any mutual plans, 

The railroad committee yesterday afternoon 
took up the matter for final decision. Mr. 
Felton, of Bibb, moved to amend 
the charter by requiring $200,000 of 
the stock ofthe road tobe subscribed, and 
$50,000 paid in. This proposition was farther 
amended by requiring 3100,000 of the stock to 
be subscribed and paid in before the powers 

ranted under the charter could be utilized. 

Jpon the last amendment, the vote was a tie, 
six voting each way, andthe chairman de- 
cided the matter by voting in favor of the 
amendment. 

There was considerable talk last night about 
the hotels in regard to the effect the amend- 
ment would have upon Judge Thomas’s plan. 
A number of gentlemen in discussing the mat- 
ter said that $100,000 was asmall amount to 
raise in the case of a road that would require 
as much money to construct it asthe Blue 
Ridge road. Others thought that the amend- 
ment practically amounted tokilling the whole 


thing, as the projectors of the enterprise could | 


not raise the amount.

This grows out 
of the fact, says the Advertiser, “thata large 
number of tax-payers have not made any re- 
turns, as shown by the number of polls, which 
is about one thousand less than last _year. How 
are these defaulters to be reached? To copy 
from the old digest isnot law. The receiver 
has no other record to which he can refer. He 
does not know these defaulters, nor in what 
section of the county they live except by.the 
old digest. On this point the law says: ‘It is 
the duty of justices of the peace to make a list 
of names of all persons liable to tax on proper- 
ty or poll in their respective districts, 
and return the same to the re 
ceiver of tax returns, at his second 
round to receive tax returns in their respective 


lists have been furnished by the justices. But 
suppose each justice in the county furnishes a 
full list of names of tax-payers in his district, 
when the receiver closes his books, and num- 
bers are defaulters, how is he to ascertain the 
property belonging to these defaulters? From 
our standpoint we see but one way to do so cor- 
rectly, and that is for him to visit each de- 
faulter personally. Does the law contemplate 
that he shall do this? Andif so, isthe time 
between the closing of his books and the ren- 
dering of his returns te the comptroller suffi- 
cient for him to do this and complete his full 
set of books? The method of receiving tax 
returns, that taxation may bear equally upon 
all citizens, is an important one, and we throw 
out these suggestions that our tax-payers may 
think on them. The above fall off from last 
year’s returns is too great.”’

Short Talks With Macon Whole- 
sale Dealers. 


TRADE STEADY AND FINE OUTLOOK. 


The People Getting Out of Debt—East 
Macon’s Action—Laying the Limits 
~—Other News From Muacon. 


Macon, Ga., July 28.—[Special.]—The coun- 
try merchants of middle and southwest Geor- 
gia are evidently getting along better than for 
years past. They have had a fair trade this 
year, so far, and there is a promise of even & 
brighter autumn. : 

By the middle of next month the cotto 
bales will begin to roll in, and by September 
ist the trade will be well open. 

These rains have probably retarded the ma- 
turing of the crop a week or two, and the weed 
is still green and growing, with an enormous 
crop on it. , 

Today your correspondent had short talks 
with several leading wholesale merchants in 
Macon. They all agreed that trade was bet- 
ter and business on a more solid and prosper- 
ous basis than for several years past. 

Messrs. H. D. Adams & Co., comparatively 
new men in the wholesalé business, were seen, 
Said Mr. Adams: 3 

“T am confident that the coming fall trade 
will be good. Just now it is a little dull, as 
this is owr last month and we are getting read 
for the harvest. Ourline is groceries, provl- 
sions and farmers’ supplies, and we reach out 
within a radius of seventy-five miles. All the 
reports are encouraging.” th 

‘How does your business compare with last 

ear’s?”’ ll 
. ‘Well, sir, for the spring months it _is sixty 
per cent better than last year. We have 
balanced up to the first of this month, and we 
were pleased at the result. September is our 
largest month, and August comes second, one 
by the second — —— month we wil

Our 
country merchant customers have purchased 
quite freely for the fall trade, and although we 
have not run upour orders, I feel confident 
our fall trade will be fully forty per cent bet- 
oor.= 

“How are the country merchants, pretty 
steady ?”’ e 
~ ‘Yes, they are doing very well. We have 
to be very cautious, you kuow, at all times, but 
Tthink the country merchants are running 
along on a very nice, safe basis now. Trade is 
constantly increasing and the outlook is very 
favorable.” 

Campbell, Van Sickle & Co., are large 
wholesale dealers in hardware, crockery, etc. 
A talk was had with a member of the estab- 
lishment, and he said that their trade was 
much better than last year. The trade for July 
almost doubled that_of the same month of last 
year. He said: 

‘‘We are beginning to feel appreciably, the 
effects of the newroad penetrating the coun- 
ties above here, heretofore cut off from trans- 
portation. The outlook for the autumn we 
consider very fair indeed.” 

Johnson & Harris, wholesale grocers, were 
seen, and Mr. Harris said that trade was 
steadily increasing, but he saw no unusual 
rise. He was glad té be able to say that it had 
not declined, but had advanced, even with the 
addition of three new wholesale houses to di- 
vide the business, within a short period of 
time. Business, generally, he thought was 
flourishing, and he considered the country 


merchants as in very good condition for a | 


paying trade this fall. 

Mr. 8S. R. Jaques was seen, and ina few 
words he gave his opinion favorably. Said 
he: “While Ido not consider that thereis 
any unusual boom yet the increase has been 
steady, and I consider the outlook very prom- 
ising. I think the couutry merchants are 
getting along finely, and that the entire trade 
ofthe country is in a prosperous condition.” 

Meesrs. Bone & Chappell do a large whole- 
sale grocery business and jobbing trade in 
southwest Georgia. Mr. Allen Chappell, who 
has an extensive acquaintance in that country, 
said: 

“The condition of things in southwest Geor- 
gia is very flattering. The country merchants 
there have met with reverses, but they are 
rapidly coming to the front, and are getting in 
their work handsomely, our business has been 
far better than usual, the month of July espe- 
cially. Our trade for that month was from 
thirty to fifty per cent above July, 1886. I 
look for a fine fall trade, for the ground has got 
everything it can possibly have in the way of 
crops, and there is no reason why we should 
not have an extraordinary good trade this sea- 
son.’’ 

‘How about the Americus, Preston and 
Lumpkin road?” 

‘“Oh, Macon feels the benefit of that road. 
The merchants of Macon have profited vastly 
by that line. Business has grown betterin the 
old places and many new ones have sprung 
up. Lthink the eastern extension will prove 
of equal advantage.”’ 

‘‘Has the old Beuna Vista road done well?” 

‘No, it was not so much of a success as the 
other road. Now that they are changing it, I 
I guess the business will be better. Wedo a 
good business at Ellaville, LaCrosse, Putnam 
and Beuna Vista, and everything seems to be 
waking up at these places.” 

Coleman, of the firm of Coleman, 
Burden & Soloman, was seen and he said: 

“T think the outlook is cheeriug I see no 
special rise, but I am glad to observe a gen- 
eral disposition on the part of the people to 
settle up their debts and run on a cash basis. 
I notice that the country merchants, even in 
the face of such flattering crop ape se Dear 
purchasing very prudently. Tneir object isto 
do everything cautiously, to take advantage 
of tlfe turn in the tide of fortune, recover 
themselves and move steadily forward. I tell 
you sir, if this country could have seven 
years off{prosperity like old Esynt, we would be 
the foremost people on earth. We supply the 
world with cotton, and with a vast deal of its 
coal and iron, and give us a show and what 
the south lost by the abolition of slavery 
would be honestly won back.

The Brady Bill. 

HAWKINSVILLE, Ga., July 28.—Editors Con- 
stitution: It is gratifying to our section of Georgia to 
read your comments upon ‘The Effects of the Brady 
Bill,” now before the legislature. We were getting 
impatient down here to hear from THE ConsTITU- 
TION on this very important measure, and now that 
you have spoken we are satisfied. The writer has 
conversed with our best and most successful planters 
in this section upon the effects of this bill, and can 
find none of them in favor of it. If the object of the 
bill is to prevent the sale of fertilizers in old Geor- 
gia, then it will accomplish its objects, as no sane 
man would sell the stuff to a merchant to be sold on 
time to our farmers if this bill is passed. We do hope 
our senators will take a different view from the 
house and kill off this bill, as we do not want to 
move to Texas to raise cotton, but will have to do se 
if guano is shut out of Georgia. J.-O. JELKS. 


BRADY’S BILL. 


Reasons Why It Should Not be Made a Law 
by the Legislature. . 

Epirors Constitution: Observing your 
editorial, published in yesterday morning’s paper, 
against the Lrady fertilizer bili, I beg leave to ask 
space in your valuable columns to say a wordjcon- 
cerning that iniquitous bill, which I regard as such 
in all its details and effects, and calculated, if it be- 
comes a law, to work injury to our agricultural in- 
terests, reflect discredit upon our state and bank- 
rupt and destroy a growing industry, much needed 
and necessary to keep Georgia foremost in the ranks 
of all the southern states in so far as relates to pro- 
gress and enterprise. 

The legislation asked for by the Brady fertilizer 
bill is as inexcusable aggl unnecessary as it is unjust 
tothe manufacturerand detrimental tothe agri- 
cultural interests of the state. 

It assumes that present laws furnish ineffectual 
protection to purchasers of commercial fertilizers, 
wh is not true. The law prohibits the sale of an 
ammoniated super-phosphate uuless inspected, tag- 
ged, and bearing the manufacturer’s guaranteed 
analysis upon each package,that it contains not less 
than two per cent of ammonia and eight per cent of 
available phosphoric acid; and of acid phosphate, 
that it contains not less than ten per cent available 
phosphoric acid, which percentage must also be 
shown to be present by the official analysis of the 
state chemist. The manufacturer, upon each and 
every inspection, binds himself to cancel all sales 
and forfeit all claims for purchase money if after 
official analysis the commissioner of agriculture 
shall prohibit its sale in accordance with the law. 
This law says, ‘‘and said guarantee shall be binding 
on said manufacturer, agent or dealer and may 
be pleaded in any action dr suitat law, to show total 
or partial failure of consideration in the contract for 
the sale of said fertilizer.’’ Again, the commissioner 
of agriculture exacts from the Smanufacturer, every 
ten days, a report giving the date of shipment, con- 
signee and destination, number of tons, brands and 
by whom inspected, to cover every shipment made 
into Georgia from factories where bulk inspections 
have been made; with the object of enabling the in- 
spector to subsequently inspect the same goods wher- 
ever found, The commissioner of agriculture also 
says to Georgiajfarmers, ‘‘If you desire the protection 
of this department further, take sample of fertilizers 
you purchase, bottle and seal the same in the pres- 


ence of disinterested parties, and if you have reason ° 


to believe, when the crops are made, that the fertili- 
zer was not as represented, this department will 
have an analysis of it made free of charge.” If 
then the goods run below the standard required by 
law, the manufacturer's guaranty is binding to can- 
cel the sale and forfeit all claims for purchasemoney, 

Now is not this as full and ample protection as can 
be accorded by law to the purchaser ot fertilizers, 
and more than is required for the sale of any other 
commodity upon our market? The state prescribes 
the standard and dictates that ‘fertilizers shall be 
sold upon the minimum guaranteed analysis, to be 
determined by its analytical Schemissh Professor 
White, of Athens, Ga., which isthe just, true meas- 
ure and test of the commercial yalue of said fertili- 
zer. Hence, we have but two classes of fertilizers in 
Georgia, the ammoniated superphosphate and acid 
phosphates; both{of which are sold under the sealand 
authority of the state, upon the declaration and test 
that they contain not less than the lawful percent- 
ages of recognized available ingredients known to 
possess agricultural and intrinsic value. 

The penalties for selling worthless fertilizers in 
this state are’such as to preelude the probability of 
any sane manufacturer selling goods in Georgia be- 


lowthe standard required by law. By Commis 
sioner Henderson's report for the past season, 1,232 


ctions were made regularly, and 308 special 
pare go far as practicable, the whole state. A 
special Thspection is one where a fertilizer bas 
ady been inspected in bulk orin the hands of 
the manufacturer and is again officially sampled in 
the hands of the retail dealer or farmer. Anal 
of a large number of said special samples failed to 
ghow any material reduction in any case from the 
standard obtained from ‘regularly pected 
in the hands of the manufacturer, which shows 
clearly that there hasbeen no attempt at fraud or 
frreguiaritics on the part of the manufacturers. The 
average percentages of ammoniated fertilizers last 
geason were: vailable phospliorie acid, 10.30; 
ammonia, Cah pee: 1.96, and on acid phosphate 
13.45. per cent, all far in excess ot the require- 
ments of the law. The above statistics can be 
found by reference to Commissioner Henderson’s 
hlet for the season of ’86 and ’87, and aél of the 
frti izers sold in Georgia during the said season 
there were none found to be below the lawful stan- 
dard, evidencing the fact that werthless commer 
cial fertilizers in carers have no existenee, and 
that manufacturer,and,pla have been satiefied 
in the extreme. Now, df admitted, as shown bg the 
commissioner’s report, that there 
fertilizers sold in Georgia ofa less grade than re- 
quired by law, it follows that the commercial value 
of these goods is established, and it is therefore an 
absurdity to legislate te change the method of 
condueting this business when the present law 
furnishes protection to all parties interested, and its 
requirements have been fully complied with. 
tion second of Mr. Brady’s bill would fasten 
upon the state the disgrace of championing the de- 
moralizing and immoral — hat no matter 
what the purchaser may, by a written promissory 
note, undertake and pledge himself to do, that her 
law would abrolve him from compliance, inyite 
him to falsify his written record, vitiate con- 
tract and defraud his creditor. It also unjustly dis- 
criminates against a commodity of the greatest ben- 
efit to agricultural interests of this state; it proposes 
that purchasers for a non-negotiable note, without 
commercial status or dignity, which drawer may 
dispute, defeatand repudiate at will, shall have a 
standing in court with far superior advantages to 
those who purchase for cash and who are to enjoy 
none of the fruits of the provisions of this iniquitous 
bill. Twenty to twenty-five per cent of the ingredi- 
ents of fertilizers now manufactured in this state 
consist of meal produced from cotton seed, which 
no farmer will pronounce worthless, The oll mills 
paesnene the seed from the ‘armersand the manu-

A Texas Paper Proposes a Rough Remedy 
for the Liquor Evil.

The law should make no distinctions. All 
drunkards should fare alike, regardless of destitute 
bummery, wealth or social status. A portion of the 
license receipts should be set apart for the construe. 
tion of workhousesin which to confine drunkards 
at hard work, forcing them to earn their own sub- 
sistence and a surplus to indemnify those whom 
they have injured in person or property. The law 
should fine the drunkard for his disorderly conduct 
and breach of the peace and impose a verdict of 
damages for blows struck and injury done to the 
person. Damages should be exemplary and paid to 
the sufferer. All damages must be earned at hard 
labor in the workhouse, The rich “soak”? must not 
be permitied to pay the penalties from his previous 
accumulations—that is the secret of the efficiency 
of such a reformatory law. By this method the 
lazy and destitute bummer and _ ruffian 
would realize that the state had found 
financial resources in his bones, sinewsand muscles, 
and made them available in remunerating others 
for the damage he has done them. In this system 
of atonements for the same offense the millionaire 
and the vulgar brute strike a common level. The 
laboring man who spends his wages in drink, leaves 
his family to starve ang beats them, should be in- 
formed upon by wife, children or neighbors cogniz- 
ant ofthe fact and locked up, his earnings sent 
weekly to his family, until he is willing to do better. 
One dose of this would be sufficient. One condition 
of the granting of a license should be the suspension 
behind the bar in every saloon ofa copy of the law, 
in large ty pe, facing the drinker, so that he would 
not forget the consequence of abuse, and pull! the 
check-string at sight of the danger signal, These 
fellows, shut off from drink, would find labora re- 
creation and would earn rapidly.

RAN INTO A WASHOUT. 


A Passenger Train on the Atlanta and West 
Point Railway Meets With An Accident. 
Passenger train, No. 52,on the Atlanta and 

West Point railroad, ran into a washout near 

Cusseta, Ala., yesterday morning about 4 

o'clock, causing considerable damage agd in- 

juring three Atlantians. 

The injured men are Mr. Berry, engineer; 
Mr. Fred Allen, mail agent, and the fireman. 

The train left Atlanta Wednesday night at 
10 o’clock. The night was damp and dark, 
and the men in charge of the train knew before 
they reached East Point that they were going 
to have a bad nightofit. Below Newnan the en- 
gineer ran into a heavy rain and all along the 
road to West Point he faced a severe fall of 
driving rain. The streams were 4ll swollen 
and the greatest caution was exercised. After 
leaving West Point the train continued to run 
through the rain. Near Cusetta the rain had 
been severest and the rushing waters had 
washed awav a culvert and torn the track in 
two. The engineer approached the opening 
in the track, but of course knew noth- 
ing of it. He and his fireman were both 
watching out, and when only a few feet away 
the condition of the track wasseen. The en- 
rineer reversed his engine and, applying the 

rakes, attempted to stop, but could not. The 
engine owed into the washout and with ‘the 

tender was thrown over. The shock was a 

terrific one and the jar and bump awoke the 

sleeping passengers. The mail coach was 
thrown over ahd the baggage car derailed. 

The accident, the darkness and the rain 
caused quite an excitguent among the passen- 
gers. ‘The eonductor and train hands quickly 
ascertained that none of the passengers has 
been hurt aud then hurried forward to ascer- 
tain the cause and extent of the trouble. He 
found the engineer and fireman inside the en- 
gine both considerably hurt. In the mail 
coach they found Mr.Fred Allen, mailagent, 
bruised up and suffering considerably. 

The ‘washout was a big one and the 
condition of the wreck, such as to demand as- 
sistance. A messenger was sent to the nearest 
station and in ashert time a wrecking train 
was on hand. The injured men, in the mean- 
time, were taken to the station and placed un- 
der the care of competent surgeons and given 
every possible attention. 

The West Point road has the best wrecking 
crews in the state, and in a short time the men 
were clearing the track and rebuilding the 
washout. The work was pushed rapidly, and 
in afew hours the road was clear and trains 
were moving on time. 


yesterday afternoon. Neither of them is atall 
seriously hurt, and in a short time they will @e 
able to resume work. The storm during day 
yesterday interfered materially with the wires, 
and the horrible rumors ofthe accident could 
not be contradicted until late in the day.

Senator DeJarnette Says Putnam County 
Will Donbtless Be Out in Ferce—Direct- 
ors’ and Committee Meeting.

Says. 


It is seventy-five days from:today until the 
gates of the exposition are opened to the pub- 
lic. 


he following telegram.was handed us last 
night: 

AUGUSTA, Ga., July 28.—Joe W. White, traveling 
passenger agent, Atlanta, Ga.: Our rate will be two 
cents per mile round trip, for the Piedmont expost- 
tion. E. R. DORSEY, 

General Passenger Agent, Georgia Railroad. 

This is not as good as the Central rate which 
charges ene cent a mileeach way for a radius 
of ahundred and fifty miles. Augusta is171 
niiles from Atlanta, so that the rate will be 
$3.42. We belive that the Georgia road would 
lose nothing but gain largély by making arate 
to Augusta of three dollars, thus 
adopting the rule of the Central 
road. Reduced to ‘three dollars exact 
would bring hundreds who would be deterred 
by the additional few cents. We are sure that 
the Georgia railroad will do what is best in the 
matter. The rate given today is a low one,and 
with the exception of Augusta,and a few other 
points, is down to the Central rate. Mr. White, 
the passengar agent, said: 

“At one cent a mile we will bring thousands 
of people into Atlanta. When Cleveland's 
election was celebrated in November and Ran- 
dall spoke here, the Georgia road brought 
3,600 people into Atlanta in one day, and that 
the rainiest day you ever saw. We left crowds 
of people standing at every depot from Conyers 
to Atlanta, huddled in the rain and waiting 
for our train, which we could not stop at the 
station, as we were already loaded to the ut- 
most. I should not be surprised if we brought 
from fifteen to twenty thousand people to At 
lanta during the two weeks,”’

, ported, 

Cotumpr, 8. C., July 18,—-[Special. 
Tuesday Charles Harrell, a young man fivi 
in the Lydia section of Darlington county, this 
State, while playing’in the yard of his father’s 
residence, was struck by lightning and in- 
stantly killed. A colored boy, whose name is 
not ascertained, was struck and killed by the 
same bolt, and Earnest Harrell was stunned 
but not seriously hurt.

The Committee Hears From Col 
Lowe Again 


IN REGARD TO THE AUGUSTA CAMP. 


The Sickness Aseribed to the Malaria 
Taken in the System Elsewhere— 
Other Iinportant Evidence. 


Colonel W. B. Lowe-was the principal wit- 
ness before the penitentiary sub-committee 
last evening. He was questioned particularly 
about the camp which was the sabjectof the 
governor’s recent order, 

THE OWNERSHIP. 

Colonel Lowe:testified that the firm of W. 
B. Lowe and company, as it existed in Rich- 
mond county, was composed of himself and 
Messrs. Bondurant and Joplin. That the firm 
had been at work on the Augusta and Chatta- 
nooga road fer about eight months; that Bon- 
durantand Joplin furnished the mules and 
carts, etc., and he furnished the labor. That 
whenever there was a settlement, the firm was 
charged with the hire of the convicts, and that 
all the profits over.and above the expense of 
maintaining the camp were divided — 
fs ag him and Meuse. Bendurant 
vOpiln. 

_ Hesaid that Bondurant & Joplin had.noth- 
ing todo with the management of the convicts, 
ve that tr —_ to a Starnes, who had 

en getting his supplies through Bondurant 
& Joplin. “Colonel lowe now ordered him to 
get them direct himself. 

In regard to his partners, Colonel Lowe said 
that Bondurant was a clever man, had been a 
contractor on the Air Line road, and had been 
engaged in railroad work for some time. He 
said he thought he was a pious man, as he was 
a member of the Rev. General C. A. Evans's 
church. The Rev. General C. A. Evans is 
the president of the Augusta and Chattanooga 
road. Joplin was represented to be a clever, 
as sort ofman. Starnes, Lowe’s agent, 

ad not made any report complaining of the 
condition of the camp. Starnes and Joplin had 
had a difticulty on one oceasion, and since that 
Joplin had not been about the camp much. 
The difficulty was oecasioned by Joplin 

INTERFERING IN THE MANAGEMENT 
of the convicts. 

Colonel Lowe stated that the report about 
the contract was not true, that it was the best 
contract he had, and one of the besthe ever 
saw. Hesaid the firm was paid $2,000-per 
month for the labor of the convicts. They 
had contracted: for the whole road in the event 
the bonds could be negotiated, as sixty-six and 
two-thirds per cent of the contract was to be 
received in money, the rest tobe taken in 
bonds. 

Colonel Lowe testified that he had eighty 
men atthe camp, thatat thirty days to the 
month, these eighty men represented 2,400 
days, or for the eight months, 19,200 days 
So when it was said that 645 
days had been  =Ilost at the camp 
because of sickness, it was really only 34 per 
cent, which was a very low rate. He saidthat 
there had been only

the convicts having been at work before where ° ° of , 
there was a good deal of malaria and now at a 
labor in a better climate, that the malaria was a 
making its way out of their systems. This 
was the result whenever convicts were taken 
from a malarial to a purer atmosphere. 

In regard to the question of overwork, Mr. 
Lowe stated that he did not think the convicts 
could have been overworked, as the facts did 
not bear out the statement. The engineer 
had said that for the eighty hands and thirty- 
three mules only 19,000 yards of dirt had been 
moved during the last month. A good day’s 
work would fe considerably more than that. 
He was asked how far the convicts were re- 
quired to walk to and from their work, and 
said one and a half miles. : 

Lowe claims that Governor Gordon could 
not interfere with his private contracts. He 
said that he could keep Bondurant & Loplin 
from having anything to do with the convicts. 
Bondurant had had general supervision of 
them, but did not have the management of 
the eonvicts. Lowe said that he never knew 
that the camp had been once broken up by ex- 
ecutive order. His testimony m regard to 
other matters was unimportant. 

OTHER WITNESSES THSTIPY. 

Colonel Towers was placed on the stand and 
testified in regard to Bondurant & Joplin’s 
treatment of convicts. He said they were hard 
masters, and in explaining the language of his 
recommendation to the governor, declared that 
they were not the proper kind of men to man- 
age the convicts. Colonel Towers also ex- 
plained that Bietzel, a former boss at the

NEW YORK, July 28.—There was a radical change 
im the temper of stock speculation today, and most 
of yesterday's losses were regained. Prices were 
on @ higher plane throughout and while first prices 
were generally the lowest recorded, the best fig- 
ures were reached in the lasthalfhour.

figures. There was very little special feature in the 
market, which was unusually uniform in its move- 
ments. The opening was strong and active at ad- 
vances which extended to %4 per cent, but great 
feverishness and irreguJarity was developed with a 
generally heavy tone,-whtch became weak during 
the first hour, but the market soon gathered strength 
and by noon was generally at about the opening fig- 
ures. There was a marked decrease in the amount 
of business after that time, but prices slowly ad- 
vanced subject to several unimportant setbacks, 
More positive strength was showninthe last hour 
and the close was strong at the best figures reached 
and with the list all higher.

THE PEABODY INSTITUTE,

By the 
same mail the comptroller wrote Solicitor- 
General Reid, of the circuit, who is attending 
court at Buchanan, to call the attention of the 
grand jury to the matter. Comptroller Wright 
declared that all parties living in remote coun- 
try districts should make agents display their 
license, that the agents were all issued licenses 
by the state, and protection could be secured 
against fraud oy causing solicitors of insur; 
ance to display their proper credentials. 

ANOTHER LARGE LOT OF TAX digests were 
received yesterday by the comptroller general.

SHE SOLD LIQUOR 
But Sold itto the Wrong Man and 
Was Quickly Arrested. 


A WHITE WOMAN'S JUG OF LIQUOR. 


The Officers Succeed in Finding a Woman 
Who Admits That She Has Been Vio- 
lating the Prohibition Law. 


A tall, lean, lank white woman, with hollow 
cheeks and deep sunken eyes, occupies a large 
arm chair in cell No. 6 in the city prison, 
and in that cell she will remain until bailed 
out or given atrial before Judge Anderson 
duringthe session of police court this morning. 

Mrs. Addie Wigenton is the way the woman 
signs her name. 2 

Mrs. Wigenton lives at 86 Alexander street, 
and her detention in the prison is due to the 
existence of the prohibition law She is a 


widow and for four years she has been living’ 


in Atlanta. Previous to that time she had 
been living in Cartersville, where she was well 
known and highly esteemed. Soveral days 
ago policemen and officers on duty in the 
neighborhood in which Mrs. Wigenton lives, 
have observed considerable drunkenness. There 
were no wine rooms in that section of the city 
and for some time the men were unable 
to ascertain where the tanglefoot was 
being sold. A day or two ago Patrolmen Mer- 
cerand English were quietly informed that 
d Mrs. Wigenton was 

selling whisky. he patrolinmen began watch- 

ing the house, andin a short time began to 

suspect too. Men in all stages of intoxication 

were seen near the house, but from none of 

them could the officers ascertain where they 

were buying liquor. On Tuesday Patrolman 

Mercer induced aman named Wilson, whom 

he knew well to attempt to buy some whisky 

of Mrs. Wigenton. The patrolman knew 

that Wilson and the woman were well ac- 

guainted and believed that he could get at 

the bottom of . the case through that acquain- 

tanceship. On Tuesday night Wilson was 

given a dollar and ina shent time came b ack 

to the officers with a quart bottle of corn 

whisky. . 

‘Where did you get it?’’ asked the patrol- 
man as he tasted it. 

Wilson informed them that he had purchased 
the whisky of the woman, and said that she 
had plenty of it. Fearing that they had not 
secured enough evidence to insure a conviction, 
the patrolmen decided not to make the case 
just then. They then asked Wilson if he 
would accompany one of them to the house the 
next night, and introduce him as a friend. He 
agreed to doso, and on Wednesday night he and 
Patrolman English made the call. The patrol- 
nian was dressed in citizens’ clothing and was 
introduced as Mr. Jones, from Macon. Wil- 
son assured the woman that his companion 
was allright, and then purchased a quart of 
whisky, paying a doilar for it. This was sufii- 
crent evidence to warrant the case, but the 
ofiicers did not feel authorized to make the ar- 
resi until after consulting the city attorney. 
This they did early yesterday morning, and 
then going tothe woman’s house, arrested her. 
She was unable tomake bond and- was con- 
ducted to the city prison and locked up. Soon 
aiter the case was booked against the woman 
by the patrolmen, Detectives Buchanan and 
Aldridge entered the prison and caused an- 
other case to be made, laying the charge on 
the 25d of the month. 
~ Mrs. Wigenton is about forty-five years of 
age, and has been a fine looking woman. Her 
health has been bad for along time and has 
destroyed her beauty. When informed that 
she would have to be locked up, the woman 
wept bitterly. ‘ 

‘This is the first time in my life,’’ . said she, 
‘that I have ever been treated this way and I 
think itisashame. Why can’t you let me go 
home like you do other people. I will come 
back when you want me.”’ 

“You should have thought of that before you 
sold the liquor,”’ remarked the stationhouse 
keeper. 

“IT never sold any liquor,’’ she answered. 

“Didn’tyou get money from Mr. Jones, of 
Macon, last night for whisky?” 

“No, and that Mr. Jones trom Macon 
cause of this.”’ 

“Didn’t you let them have some whisky last 
night?”

“Did you have any more when you let him 
have that?”’ 

“Yes. I hada half gallon in a jug.” 1% 

“Where did yon get it?’ 

“I got it from a countryman up at Vining 
station. It was corn whisky.”’

The woman hesitated. 

“Did you ?”’ she was asked again. 

“Y-e-s,”’ she answered, slowly, “‘but Beb 
Wilson gaveittome. He knew I was poor 
aud he didn’t -want to take the whisky for | 
nothing. I never soldittohim. I gave it to 
him. If am sickly and have to keep the whisky 
to make bitters."

**As soon as I cut his throat, I was sorry fir 
it, but.I couldn’t help doing it, I was so fuil 
of passion.”’ 

‘He and me had been messing together and 
working together for a good while, and we 
liked each other. We were on friendly terms. 
He considered me his friend and I thought he 
was mine.” 

“Why, then, did you kill him?” 

‘I can’t tell; all i know is I was worked up 
With a passion that made me do it.”’ 

The testimony taken at the coroner’s in- 
quest and the jury’s verdict have been sub- 
mitted by the lessees to Principal Keeper 
Towers. 

The murderer says he is twenty-five years 
old.

Two Negro Men Charged With 
Shooting Preacher Clemmons. 


CHURCH MEMBERS AIDING OFFICERS. 


Bob Clond and Bill Sims Turn Up Near the 
Church and are Detained and Locked 
Up~—Particulars of the Arrest.

The Preacher Clemmons sensation presents 
another interesting chapter this morning. 

Bob Cloud and Bill Sims, two negroes, are 
confined in the city prison charged with killing 
the preacher. 

The men were arrested yesterday morning 
and their arrest has revived the excitement 
among the congregation, and during the day 
yesterday the feeling was. intense. 

The men were arrested by members of 
Clemmons’s church. 

On the day of the inquest it was shown that 
Sims had said that h8 would kill Clemmons 
ifheever went with Della Hurst . Xt 
was also shown that Cloud had made similar 
threats and the negroes believed that the two 
negroes had carried out their threats. Many 
members of the church were quite active in 
aiding the officers in securing witnesses for the 
inquest, and one or two of them called upon 
Captain Crim and informed him that they 
could establish that one of the two negroes 
who had indulged in the threats had been seen 
with a pistol early in. the evening 
upon which Clemmons was shot. They also 
said that they could show that Cloud and 
Simsewere two of three negroes who had fol- 
lowed the preacher. Their story was a good 
one and the evidence they offered to sustain it 
apparently reliable, so Captain Crim instruct- 
ed them to locate the two darkies, if possible. 

After the com piracy. became known neither 
Cloud nor Sims could be found. The officers 
and the negroes made diligent search for 
them. Yesterday morning about eleven 
o’clock Sims made his appearance near the 
church and in less than a minute three strong 
members of the church were around him. As 
oe negroes surroundad Sims one of them 

id: “ 

‘‘Where have you been, Sims ?’’ 

‘‘Nowhere,’’ answered the negro. 

“Nowhere? Been hiding out, ain’t you?” 

“No. What do I want to hide out for?’’ 

“Oh, you are mighty innocent just now. 
You are one of the negroes who shot Preacher 
Clemmons.”’ 

**No, I ain’t,”’ said Sims, starting off. 

“Yes you are, and you can’t get away from 
here. e are going to keep you and turn 
you over to the police.”’ 

Sims objected to being detained, but the 
negroes laughed at him. A messenger was 
sent for an officer, and Call Ofticer Hamilton 
went out. Sims appealed to him as to the jus- 
tice of his arrest, but the officer said he had 
nothing to do with it, and conducted the 
negro to the city prison and locked him up.
